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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 
1 . This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species of the claimed invention: 

Group 1, claims 1-8 are drawn to a RAM memory having means for providing an 
adjust signal to disable input fonn data bus and to disconnect the write command 
signal..., means for delivering impedance control vector signals... to each power drive 
element, and means for producing impedance control instructions on said data 
bus,... etc.; 

Group 2, claims 9-10 are drawn to a RAM memory array having means for 
providing the adjust up and adjust down signals to provide clocked latched and decoded 
input to each driver element as impedance control vector signals, indicating at least one 
of change of magnitude and of satisfaction with the present impedance state, to each of 
said power driving element; 

Group 3, claims 11-12 are drawn to a RAM memory having means for providing 
an adjust up and adjust down calibrating signal being operable at each driver element 
as an impedance control vector signal, for indicating at least one of change of 
magnitude and of satisfaction with the present impedance state. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable. Currently, no claim is generic. 
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Applicant is advised tliat a reply to this requirement must include an identification 
of the species that is elected consonant with this requirement, and a listing of all claims 
readable thereon, including any claims subsequently added.
